£10,000,000 order has been placed for twenty-six of 
A i + Gen ray 7 Eepen, and the first is expected to 


NEW LAND Opportunities in British

its whole effect was to make the 
matter of fixing the price of 
land taken by the Land Com- 
mission the same In the case of the 
acquisition of land or the “ resump- 
tion” of land. 


“Resumption ” 
said, Was based on the market 
value of the land at the time of its 
being resumed by the Land Com- 
mission. The principle of the bill 
had been accepted by the Govern- 
ment in regard to a single farm, 
part of which was to be acquired, 
part to be resumed by the Land 
Commission. In the case of such 
<ingle farm there was no difference 
in the fixation of price for each 
section. His principle was that 
where for the national igterest land 
belonging to a man was to be taken 
over, the State, and not the man, 
should foot the bill. Where land 
was being “acquired” the owner 
was not getting fair price. That 
the owner was not getting a fair 
price was due to the practice of the 
Land Commission in redeeming the 
annuities out of the value fixed on 
the land. : 

He was not trying to hinder 
the. Land Commission in their 
efforts to end congestion, but 
he wanted to make it clear ' 
that when land was to be 
acquired it should be at the national 
and not at the individual expense. ‘ 
The sum to be paid by the Land 
Commission should be the same 
(the market value) in the acquisition 
case as it was in the resumption 
case. When land was taken over 
it should be paid for at what it was 
worth at the time, not at what it 
was going to be worth when it was 
sub-divided. 

Mr. J. J. COUNIHAN said the 
bill should be accepted by the 
Government. As it stood it was 
not comprehensive and was limited 
in its directions, 

Mr. S.. RUANE said the bill 
would prevent injustices and give 
a chance to allotees. 

Mr. J. T. Magee said that so long 
as the law permitted compensation 
without due regard to the people 
who owned—land :there would - be 
instability. 

Progress was reported and the 
Senate adjourned to 3 p.m. to-day. 


Secret Weapon Used 


Against U-Boats 


Yesterday, a year after it first 
came into operation, details were 
officially given of a secret weapon 
used against inshore U-boat-. 

The weapon is a six-pounder gun 
which, slung beneath the fuselage 
of Mosquitos of R.A.F. Coastal 
Command, fires shells in quick suc- 
Cession as 
attack. Since D-day it has been 
used extensively against U-boats 
attempting to interfere with landing 
craft in waters round their own 
coast and in heavily defended 
harbours.

The Government had failed com- 
pletely to take advantage of the 
possibilities associated with the pro- 
duction of milk and eggs, and, in 
the post-war period, if Great Britain 
should restrict the use of sterling 
assets, then, because of a low level 
of exports, purchasing power would 
be seriously curtailed.

British troops, after following up 
their attack through the hills to the 
south-west, were last night = 
four miles from Faenza, the 8t 
Army’s next objective on the 
Rimini-Bologna highway. 

This two-mile advance, which is 
the most important gain of the 
week, has brought the British posi- 
tions south of the highway level with 
those to the north, where the front 
line also is about four miles from 
Faenza. Polish troops joined with 
the British in the attack from the 
south-west, which was preceded by 
a heavy bombardment. 

In violent fighting the Poles re- 
captured the dominating height of 
Monte Fortino. A counter-attack 
was repulsed and the high ground 
west and north-east of the feature 
cleared. : 

A mile to the north-east United 
Kingdom troops captured the village 
of Castiglione and pushed, another 
mile beyond to a point four miles 
from Faenza.—(Reuter.)

“For ten hours now Dempsey’s 
2nd British Army has been covering 
our positions in the area between 
Venlo and Geilenkirchen with a 
tremendous barrage. According to 
the first reports received, the British 
are also attempting to cross the 
Maas at several points. 

“We have now entered a phase 
when a battle on a grand scale, 
devouring fantastic masses of 
munitions, has flared up and spread 
to the 2nd Army front, and we have 
to reckon with this being the 
curtain-raiser to the long-expected 
general offensive of the 2nd Army, 
aiming at the .conquest of the 
German industrial zone on the 
Ruhr and the Rhine. 

“The concentration area west of 
‘the Maas is only second to the 
concentration area on both sides of 
Aachen, as far as the massing of 
Allied strength is concerned.” 

One thousand Allied guns yester- 
day opened up a barrage on the 
main German defence line on_the 
Aachen. front; according to Toni 
Schehlkopf, German Radio War 
Correspondent, in a front-line 
broadcast.

Reich Oil Plants 
| Bombed 


TTACKS by 2,350 American 
aircraft on oil plants in Ger- 
many during daylight on Tuesday 
receded blows by 1,500 aircraft of 
RAF. Bomber Command. 

Fifteen British bombers are miss- 
ing, while of the American force, 
35 bombers and 13 fighters are un- 
accounted for. 

A British Air Ministry com- 
muniqué stated: — 

“On Tuesday afternoon and 
soon after dark R.A.F. Bomber 
Command despatched a total of 
1,500 aircraft. 

“In daylight Lancasters, escorted 
by Spitfires and Mustangs of 
.R.A.F. Fighter Command, made a 
concentrated attack on the synthetic 
oil plant at Homburg. Large fires 
were seen, and smoke rose to a 
height of ten thousand feet. 

y night Halifaxes and Lancasters 
attack two more synthetic oil 
plants in the Ruhr at Sterkrade and 
Castrop-Rauxel. Large oil fires 
were observed. A heavy attack Was 
made on the railway centre of 
Aschaffenburg, 25 miles south-east 
of Frankfort.

HISTORIC CITY 

The hard crust of the Metz area 
has now been cracked, and the last 
“ pockets” of resistance on the two} 
Moselle islands were wiped out at 
3 p.m. yesterday, when General 
Walker’s 30th Corps of the 3rd 
Army overran the German positions. 


General Eisenhower, in a message 
to the 3rd Army, stated:—*“I con- 
gratulate the 3rd Army on its 
success in restoring to France the 
historic city of Metz.” 


The exact location of General 
Patton’s new approaches to the 
German border are unknown; but 
he has driven forward, still deprived 
of his most valuable weapon— 
undisputed air superiority. . 

During the Metz operations the 
Americans took 1,500 prisoners, in- 
cluding Lieut.-General Kittel, Com- 
manding General of the 462nd 
Division, who is in hospital. 

This was’ the first time in the 
1,000 years’ history of Metz that 
the city had been taken by direct 
assault. 

Negotiations are under way for 
the surrender of the five fortress 
groups still holding out near the 
city. 

In the north the combined 
offensive of the British 2nd Army 
and the American 9th and Ist 
Armies is threatening the Ruhr in

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the Aachen-Geilenkirchen sector. 
Eschweiler was captured by the Ist 
Army: yesterday and was found to 
be a heap of ruins. 

Following the’ capture of this 
town the German armies are 
reported to be falling back on the 
road centres of Duren and Julich. 
The American armies are now 
astride the Adolf Hitler motor road 
to the Rhine. 

North of Julich and east of 
Geilenkirchen Allied troops are 
engaged in bitter street battles 
through the villages. Sometimes 
the encounters have resulted in 
hand-to-hand battles and at times 
one side has fired its own mortars 
on scrimmages involving their own 
troops in efforts to break up the 
struggle. 

This is close quarter fighting, 
“with no holds barred,” says 
Reuter, and for sheer grimness of 
purpose on both sides it has had 
few parallels in this war. 

he Germans have laid an’ 
almost continual carpet of mines as 
they fall back. 

In the Geilenkirchen sector the 
German defences tightened against 
General Dempsey’s threat to storm, 
the Ruhr or drive straight east into 
the heart of Germany.

Problem For Church 
and State 


Suggesting that serious considera- 
tion should be devoted by Church 
and State to the problem of pre- 
venting venereal disease, Dr. M. 
Daly, Wexford, County Medical 
Officer of Health, in his report for 
1943, states that a “ hush-hush ” 
policy is not only of little use, but is 
in fact dangerous. 

“1 believe,” says Dr. Daly, “ that 
sooner or later an attack will have 
to be made, and, in my opinion, 
the sooner the better. The State 
is convinced of the necessity for 
protecting the general public from 
gee carriers; why expose it to 

e dangers of syphilis carriers? 
Individuals have rights, but why 
should the individual rights of 
persons, whose freedom of action 
endangers the health of others, or 
even that of the whole nation, be 
respected? Venereal diseases are 
not only a problem for the person 
suffering from them, but they con- 
stitute a very important problem for 
the whole nation. 

“ There is a great deal to be said 
in favour of the view that the State 
cannot afford to leave it to the 
choice of the diseased individual as 
to whether he or she should have 
treatment or not. A marriage may 
be accompanied by quite a number 
of public health problems important, 
for the individual and for the nation. 
No such problem is greater than 
that caused by venereal disease.” 

“ Propaganda,” he adds, “ would, 
in my opinion, be a powerful 
weapon in the prevention of these 
diseases. Some good might be 
achieved by the ation up of a 
Commission for the purpose of 
inquiring into the prevalence of 
venereal disease in the country and 
consideration of means to combat 
the spread of the disease.” 

Out of Co. Wexford’s population 
of 93,800, 91 patients, or .09 per 
cent. of the | was were under 
treatment r venereal disease 
during the year. 13 tients were 
discharged cured, a 44 discon- 
tinued attendance for treatment. It 
was possible that difficulty in travel- 
ling was one of the causes for the 
large number, who discontinued 
treatment.
